Number of Killed and Wounded ou the 
Spanish Side Was Knormous, No One 
Doubts — It is Not Thought .4uy 
Americans Were Killed. 



Nkw Yokk, June 3 -.\n Evening’ 
.lournal special from Cape Ilaytien 
says: The torpedo boat l*orter arrived 
at Mole St. Nicolas at 1 o'clock Wed- 
nesday morning- with dispatches for 
Washing-ton. She left immediateh’. 
But before g’oing’ to sea the following 
story of the bombardment of Santiago 
de Cuba, the refug-eof t ervera and the 
Spanish fleet, was obtained by your 
correspondent at the Mole: 

The American squadron augumented 
bv the torpedo boat 1‘orter, the aux- 
iliary cruiser St. I’aul and the pro- 
tected cruiser New Orleans approach- 
ed the entrance to the harbor of .'-Santi- 
ago at about 13:30 p. ra., the Iowa lead- 



inside the entrance to the harbor 
was seen one of the war ships of Cer- 
vera's fleet, stripped for action. 

As the American fleet drew near the 
New Orleans was detached and steam- 
ed forward ahead of the Iowa, Te.xas 
and Massachusetts. One of the forts 
opened fire on her and she replied, the 
other two ships directing their fire at 
the battery on the I'unta Oorda, with- 
in the harbor and to westward of the 
position occupied b\* the .Spanish ship. 

The latter replied to the fire and 
iminediateU’- became a target for all the 
American ships engaged in the battle. 

.She retired behind a protecting head- 
land and was not seen again during 
the engagement. 

The Iowa, directed by Capt. ‘‘Fight- 
ing Bob” Evans; the Massachusetts, 
(’apt. F. J. liigginson; Texas, Capt. J.

Washington, June 2. — For the first 
time since the beginning of hostilities 
there appears to be something in the 
nature of an official statement of the 
plan of campaign of the United States 
government This is contained in a 
letter of Secretary Alger to the speaker 
of the house transmitting certain 
recommendations and statements of 
Gen. Eudlow which disclosed 
the purpose of the war depart- 
ment to send 70,000 men to Cuba, ‘20.000 
to start at once and the remainder just 
as soon as they can be made ready for 
departure. Then there was an esti- 
mate for establisliing electrical com- 
munications in connection with the 
army “in Cuba, Porto liico and the 
Philippines,’’ showing for 'the 
first time officially an implied 
intention on the part of the govern- 
ment to land troops in Porto Rico. Of 
course all these movements have been 
anticipated by the press, but, never- 
thele.s.s, a strong element of doubt ex- 
isted, and, therefore, an official state- 
ment of the government’s purposes 
made even in this indirect fashion 
created a profound sensation here. 
The three are to go together, 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines, 
and pass into the military occupation 
of the United States troops. Inasmuch 
as the secretary says that the .second 
contingent of troops is to go forward 
as soon as they can be prepared, a 
good deal of interest attached to an 
order that was made Wednesday at the 
war department providing for the or- 
ganization of the 7.5,000 additional vol- 
unteers called for. The order officially 
established the statement heretofore 
made in these dispatches that 
a large proportion of the new 
men are to be used to fill up the exist- 
ing regiments of volunteers, which are 
in most cases deficient in numbers. It

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fire against the Morro, Socapa and 
l^unta Gorda forts for two hours, their 
projectiles, of enormous size, doing 
tremendous damage to the defenses of 
the harbor.

That the number of killed and 
wounded on the Spanish side is 
enormous no one doubts, for time and 
again the American vessels hit the 
batteries .squarely and amid the flying 
masonry and dismantled guns the 
forms of men yvere descried. 

The damage done to the American 
fleet can not be learned, but is not 
thought any person was killed— if, in- 
deed, any one was wounded. 

Fort au Frinck, llayti, June 3.— Ac- 
cording to the latest advices from San- 
tiogo de Cuba, when the Spanish 
crui.se r Christobel Colon emerged from 
the harbor Tue.sdaj’ to the entrance of 
the channel, she was welcomed by- 
such a furious fire as soon as the Amer- 
ican squadron .sighted her, that she 
was compelled to return into the baj*. 

The American .squadron, which left 
Santiago waters at 4 o’clock Tuesday 
afternoon, returned in front of the en- 
trance of the bay ^^ednesday morning 
and fired two cannon shots, which are 
believed to have been a signal arranged 
with the Cuban troops, massed «», 000 
strong, five kilometer (about three 
miles) from the citj-. Everybody ex- 
pects grave events. 

Kingston. June -2.— The outer forti- 
cations of Santiago de' Cuba are prac- 
tically in ruins, the once formidable 
Morro fort being particular! 3* wrecked 
and Adm. Cervera’s flagship battered 
and charred, ;vith some of her great 
plates broken and her machinery in- 
jured, is no longer the dangerous bat- 
tle craft that cro.'.sed the Atlantic. 



is to be presumed from Wednesday’s 
order that the volunteer regiments 
collected under the first call will be 
detained until they are filled up in this 
fashion so that the order has some 
bearing upon the plan of campaign. 

An additional evidence that the 
actual forward movement of the army 
and nav3' has begun was given in the 
action of the foreign naval and mili- 
tary ob.servers.

From late ad- 
vices which have been received how- 
ever, it is now believed that the com- 
bined fleets are preparing to force an 
entrance to Santiago harbor and de- 
stroy* or capture the Spanish armada 
yvhich is now bottled up there. 

The information brought by the boat 
to the effect that Sampson, with the 
Oregon and the other vessels of the 
fleet, would arrive Thursday places 
the stamp of truth upon the story 
which reached here Wednesday night 
from Santiago to the effect that the 
fleet of American warshipis is lined up 
for action against Santiago.

Hong Kong, June 1. — Letters re- 
ceived here late Monday and dated 
Manila, May 27, state that there is 
much sickness on board the cruiser 
Boston, of the American fleeL It is 
stated in these letters that the illness 
is due to eating fish which had evi- 
dently been poisoned by Spanish mat‘- 
ketraen.

It is Feared Spain V/ill Sue for Peace Be- 
fore Porto Rico Is Captured— The Di- 
lemma Then Would Be How 



Washingto.v, June 1. — Gen. Lee has 
left Tampa for Jacksonville, on the 
east side of the Florida peninsula, t9 
•open headquarters there. But one in- 
ference can be drawn from this move- 
ment, namel3’. that Jacksonville is to 
be made a ba.se of operations against 
Porto Rico. The town is admirably 
situated for this purpose; in fact it far 
surpa.sses Key West as a base for oper- 
ations even against anv* of the eastern 
points of Cuba, The terminus of an 
excellent railroad S3’stem leading from 
the north and west, with good steam- 
boat connection with New York, with 
a navigable river affording a gootl har- 
bor and distant only 1,200 miles from 
•San Juan in an air line to Jackson- 
ville leaves little to be desired a.s a 
base of militar3’ operations. There 
seems to be little doubt that the plan 
of campaign contemplates the re- 
duction of Porto Rico and the 
president is being strongly urged 
to begin this movement even before 
any serious attempt is made upon Ha- 
vana. His advisers point to what they 
regard as the danger of a retreat on 
the part of the Spanish governmenL 
It might be possible, according to their 
view, for the Spanish to assert that 
the3‘ accept in full the demands of this 
government’s ultimatum and are pre- 
pared to withdraw their troops from 
Cuba. In such case the United 
States would be placed in the dis- 
agreeable position before the world 
of continuing to make war upon the 
countr3’ which holds out the flag of 
truce. The dilemma that would con- 
front us in such case would be how to 
secure I’orto Rico without offending 
against international law, for it can 
be safely accepted as the truth that the 
administrationlisdetermined that Span- 
ish rule in the western hemisphere must 
cease. Now that Gep. Miles has gone 
it can be stated that for the last five 
dav-^s he has held frequent conferences 
with a prominent Porto Rican, thor- 
oughly conversant with the situation- 
in that island, and able to give exact 
information as to the Spanish strength, 
defenses, etc., there. 

When the cabinet meeting adjourned 
Tuesday it was announced that the 
matters under discussion were not of 
vital importance, nor was there an3-^- 
thing of interest that could be given 
to the public. The best information 
obtainable from other sources, how- 
ever, strongly intimates that the im- 
portant. military movement now in 
progress will be directed against San- 
tiago and in co-operation with the fleet 
under Commodore Schley and the allied 
insurgent forces. Our forces are ex- 
pected to speedily capture the city 
of Santiago and the fleet or destroy 
both. It is_ also intimated from 
high sources at the land expedition 
how em(,«rkii • at Key West may be 
divided and e division sent to co- 
operate with .dm. Sampson against 
Porto Rico, it is believed that the 
government now has a sufficient num- 
ber of regulars and seasoned volun- 
teers to carry out both these plans to 
a successful issue. Transports in suf- 
ficient numbers and capacity already 
have been secured, and it is the opin- 
ion of high officials that one or bot’n of 
these plans are now being carried into 
execution.

Eighty convicts were being sent to 
the stockades of the prison, where 
they have been working for several 
da3’s. Eight guards heavily armed 
marched with them. When the stock- 
ades were reached six of the guards 
mounted the tow’ers. The convicts 
waited until the3’ were at a safe dis- 
tance, and quickly overpowering the 
two remaining ’guards, the3’ made a 
rush for the gates. Musgrove headed 
the column, holding on each side of 
him a captive guard to prevent being 
shot. When the gates w-ere reached 
most of the convicts repented their 
hasty action and turned back. Fif- 
teen made a dash for liberty, however, 
and succeeded in reaching the wood- 
land nearby. I*ur.suit was given and 
after an hour’s chase Musgrove was 
surrounded.

The Florida Had No Trooble in Plaeing 
Five Hundred Cubans on Cuban Soil 
Near Guantanamo. 

Key West, Fla., June 1.— The Flor- 
ida has returned. She successfully 
landed 500 Cubans at a point which 
the governmen t conceals for the pres- 
ent. Capt. J. H. Dorst w’ill not talk 
until quarantine regulations shall 
have been fulfilled. The captain of the 
consort says that the Spaniards were 
outwitted and that not a shot was 
fired. Cubans will join Garcia and 
have plenty of food and ammunition 
for the entire army. 

This is the expedition the Gussie 
failed to land. The Florida started 
W’ith it May 18 and was several days 
getting it landed. The censor prohib- 
ited mention of the Florida expedition 
until such time as notice of safe land- 
ing should be sent out. 

The landing of the Florida, it is said, 
was made near Guantanamo, where 
Col. Jose Lacret took command. Gen. 
Sanguilly, with a big pack train of 
mules, went along. The Marblehead 
and Eagle convoyed the expedition. 

A big body of Cubans met the land- 
ing party, but no Spaniards. 

Key West, Fla., June 1. — The war 
department absolutely forbids corre- 
spondents telegraphing the name of 
landing place of Gen. Lacret's expe- 
dition, w’hich, it was understood, was 
at a point about 25 miles east of Ha- 
vana. 

Later information raises a strong 
presumption that the landing was ef- 
fected, as originally planned, not far 
from Guantanamo, province of Santi- 
ago de Cuba. 

Key West, Fla., June 1. — The suc- 
cessful landing of the Florida expedi- 
tion has caused much joy in Cuban 
circles here. The Cubans say their 
armies will now make forw’ard move- 
ments. The Florida probably carried 
more supplies than all the filibuster- 
ing expeditions put together.

A PAPER FLEET. 

The «‘Foriiiidable'’ Cadiz Sqaadron is Com- 
posed of Useless and Antiquated Ves- 
sels in Verj Bad Disorder. 

Washington, June L— The frequent 
reports from Spain through other 
countries to the effect that a formida- 
ble fleet is being prepared at Cadiz to 
sail for the West Indies in aid of Cer- 
vera causes little apprehension here. 
Naval officers, through private means 
of communication, have pretty 
well satisfied themselves that the 
Cadiz fleet is nothing but a 
paper fleet. In other words, its 
offensive power is altogether illusory. 
More than half of the vessels whose 
names appear so frequently in the 
press dispatches ar, formidable war 
craft are of antiquated type and in a 
sad state of disorder. The old Numan- 
cia is an example. tShe is rated as a 
battle ship of the first class.

There are some vessels 
although a very few at Cadiz, of mod- 
ern type but they are not numerous 
nor powerful enough to give our navy 
any serious concern. *

Washingi-qn. May 27.— Sen.atk -No sub- 
•tantial proir*ess was made by the senate 
Thursday towards the disposition of the wai 
revenue measure, althougrh it was under con- 
sideration for three hours. Speeches were de- 
livered on the bill by Mr. White (dem., CaL) 
and Mr. Teller (Col.). The former opposed the 
issue of bonds and strongly advocated the 
coinage of the silver seigniorage and 
the tax upon corporations. In his 

discussion of the last feature Mr. White 
drew out the fact that an amendment was to be 
offered to the bill by Mr. Gorman (dem.. Md.), 
placing a tux of one- half of one per cent, upon 
certain large corporations. Mr. Teller dwelt 
largely upon the proposition to levy an income 
tax. He had not concluded his argument wheiJ 
the bill was laid aside in order that eulogies 
might be pronounced upon the late Senator 
Walthall, of Miss. 

House— In a long session Thursday the 
houses passed few- bills but the discussion in- 
volved a wide range of subjects, x^ftera brush 
over civil service brought on by a paragraph 
in the deficiency pension bill, providing for 
some temporary clerks in the war department 
the house considering a bill to amend the in- 
ternal revenue laws, listened to lengthy 
speeches from Mr. Shaforth (CoL) and Mr. 
Grow (Pa.) upon the free coinage of silver and 
greenbacks as legal tender respectively. Pend- 
ing a yea and nay vote upon the internal rev- 
enue bill the house adjourned. The vote will 
be taken immediately after the bouse meets 
Friday. 

Washington, May 28.— Senate— A notable 
speech on the war revenue measure was deliv- 
ered in the senate Friday afternoon by Mr. 
Gorman (dem.. Md.). In the course of an 
argument in support of a tax on corporations 
he denounced as "infamous” the decision of 
the supreme court declaring the income tax 
law of 1894 as unconstitutional. Mr. Teller 
(silver rep.. CoL) concluded his speech 
begun Thursday advocating the coin- 
age of the seigniorage, the levying of 
an income tax, and the issue of legal tender 
notes, and opposing the issue of bonds. Mr. 
Nelson (rep,, Minn.) presented a carefully pre- 
pared argument against the issue of legal ten- 
der notes. In a speech of two hours, Mr. Cock- 
rell (dem.. Mo.) discussed the financial ques- 
tion in contention between the democratic and 
republican parties. He urged that the bill as 
reported by the majority of the finance com- 
mittee ought to be enacted into law. 

House — The house was Friday afternoon in- 
active for more than an hour while a roll call 
was taken, and the sergeant-at-arms was en- 
gaged in bringing in absent members to make 
a quorum, the absence of which was disclosed 
by the roll call. The suspension was caused 
by a wrangle growing out of Mr. Tongue’s 
(Ore ) attempt to deliver a general pension 
speech when the house ■was considering a pri- 
vate pension measure, Mr. Dalzell (Pa.) in 
the chair. Mr. Richardson (dem.. Tenn.) made 
the point of order that the speech of 
Mr. Tongue was not germane to the pending 
bill. Mr. Cannon (rep.. Ill ) took i.ssue with 
the Tennessee member. The speaker sus- 
tained the support of order and Mr. Cannon ap- 
pealed from the decision, Upon the motion of 
Mr. Richardson to table the appeal 87 voted in 
the attlrmative and 11 in the negative. Mr. 
Cannon made the point of no quorum and a 
call of the house followed. The appeal was 
then laid upon the table, yeas. 139: nays. 9; and 
consideration of private bills proceeded. 

Washington, -June 1.— Senate — Another 
day has been passed by the senate in a fruit- 
less discussion of the war revenue measure. 
Not the slightest material progress was made 
at Tuesday’s scs.sion towards disposing of the 
bill. Speeches were made by Mr. Mason (rep., 
III.), Mr. Lixlge (rep., Ma.ss.) and Mr. Elkins 
(rep , W. Va.). Mr. Mason strongly advo-

^uestlon.s at issue between the contending 
parties. Ttese remaining questions have al- 
ready been discussed pretty thoroughly, and 
aside from a few set speeches yet to be deliv- 
ered, will not arouse probably more than a 
disultory debate. The interest of the ses- 
sion centered in the action taken upon 
the amendment of Mr. Gorman (dem., Md.) 
levying a tax of one-quarter of one per cent, 
upon the gros^s receipts of all corporations do- 
ing a business exceeding #250.000 a year.’ By a 
direct vote upon it the amendment was re- 
jected. 27 to 34. Mr. Pettigrew (pop., S. D.) of- 
fered the Gorman amendment with the clause 
eontaining the #250,000 exemption stricken out, 
but it was defeated by u vote of 25 to 37. Mr. 
White (dem.. Cal.) then proposed the Gorman 
amendment so modified that it levies a tax of 
Dne-quartcr of one per cent upon all corpora-- 
tions engaged in the refining of sugar or petro- 
leum. The amendment prevailed by a vote of 
33 to 2(L It was supported by 22 democrats, 4 
republicans. 5 populists and 2 silver republic- 
ans, and opposed by 24 republicans and 2 dem- 
acrats. 

Housa— The .senate bill to remove the disa- 
bilities Imposed by the 14th article of the Unit- 
ed States constitution framed in 1861 passed 
the house Wednesday by a unanimous vote. 
In the course of a brief speech supporting the 
bill Mr. Linney (rep.. N. C.). paid a tribute to 
the late Ensign Worth Bagley, who died at 
Cardenas, ‘-as none but the noblest heroes." 
Messrs. Simpson (pop., Kan.) and Broderick 
(i-ep., Kan.) supported the bill. Mr. Cannon 
(rep.. 111.) al.so spoke for the bill, and it was 
passed unanimously.

Drs. Smith and Moore, of the bureau 
of animal industry, Washington, D. C., 
liave made important investigations on 
the abeve subject. They find that 
“black head” in turkeys, diphtheria, 
cholera and roup in fowls are con- 
tagious. They also believe that so- 
called roup, influenza and sometimes | 
cholera are different stages of the one j 
disease — diphtheria. However this | 
may he, it is slated that diphtheria is 
infectious, and it may be transmitted 
to children. Therefore the great im- 
portance of separating all sick fowls 
and confining them tosomeoutbuilding, 
keeping the children away. Doctoring 
sick fowls is very unprofitable business, 
and there is seldom any reason why 
the fowls should be sick, provided you 
have done your part. Your part is to 
keep tlie roost clean and free from 
lice. (live clean water daily. Fill up | 
all low places where water is apt to 
collect and clear away all rubbish — 
burning it is the proper thing. Fur- 
iiish good, sharp grit for the fowls, and 
don't get the poultry so fat that the or- 
gans will be so clogged that they can- 
not perform iheir normal duties. 
Make the roost light and dry and pro- 
vide convenient dusting places. Make 
the fowls exercise by scratching in 
litter. In fact, this last point and clean 
Tresh water w ill go a long way toward 
keeping the fowls in good health. 
There is no kind of stock on the farm 
that is more healthy than fowls when 
they have proper care. Too many peo- 
ple try to crowd 100 fowls in too small 
a house. This not only lessens the 
number of eggs, but is apt to breed dis- 
ea.se as well. The fowls in the center of 
a crowded perch Aviil get too warm, 
‘jud therefore colds will follow. A 
house L’O by 30 feet is not a bit too large 
for 100 fowls. The proper way is to 
divide the fowls up into smaller flocks 
of say 12 to 20 fowls each, and separate 
them during the cold weather at least. 
— -Vgrieultnral I'pitomist.

— it vvill he best to keep them in pairs. 

A good dust bath will help materially 
Hi keeping the fowls in a good condi- 
tion. 

It is a good plan to dip the eggs in 
tepid water the day before they' are to 
haU'h. 

Care and cleanliness in feeding fowls 
will be richly repaid in increased health 
iuid thrift. 

Turkey s are good foragers and will 
pick up their food from the fields during 
the summer. 

Geese are kept largely for the feathers 
they yield, and if the most is made out 
of them, care must be taken to pick 
them re durly. — St. Louis Bepublio,

It is a common 
practice to set such a kettle in brick, 
and leave it exposed to the weather.

This keeps everything snug and dry 
and jiresents a much better appearance 
than does the kettle that is exposed to 
the weather. Such a kettle can be lo- 
cated convenient to the various farm 
buildings, lo economize labor in feed- 
ing out the cooked food. Whatever may 
be the relative eheniieal value of cooked 
and uncooked food for farm animals, it 
is safe to say that the digestibility of 
vegetables is greatly aided by cooking, 
which is a most important point in the 
case of feeding young animals. — N. Y, 
Tribune.

.Among the most conspicuous f pas- 
tures of the present brisk trade in pure- 
l>red sheep is the demand for Merino 
rams. The advance in the price of wool 
has greatly stimulated the impiirles for 
rams of the fine wool varieties and 
breeders report their stocks pretty well 
cleaned up. It would be w’ell if those 
who resort to this cross would have re- 
gard somewhat unto the bodily excel- 
iencp of the rams they buy. If it cost 
as much to raise a pound of wool in 
the central west as some authorities 
have repc.ittdly' stated there is surely’ 
\ery little encouragement yet to em- 
bark in the w ool-growing industry 
without regard to mutton production.

Itulky Food In Sanimer. 

There is no necessity for giving cut 
clover to fowls if they have the run of 
a grass plot. If confined in yards, (Ast 
grass of any’ kind inav be given once a 
day, or a sod of grass may be placed in 
the yard for the hens to pick. Bulky 
food cheapens the cost because it pro- 
motes digestion, thereby keeping the 
fowls in a thrifty condition and induc- 
ing egg production. .\ diet consisting 
exclusively of grain is too concent 
and unfits the birds for encipring the 
warmth of summer. Eiilky food is a 
necessity at all seasons of the year, but 
more paiticularlv so now. — American 
Gardening.

UNLOADING COAL 



Two Ways of Discharging Coal From Ca- 
nalboats Into Carts. 

Scoops like those that are used in 
taking up mud from uuder water, in 
deepening slips, that shut together in 
the mud, biting oat a great mouthful of 
it to be lifted up and dropped into a 
scow, are also used in unloading coal — 
in taking coal out of boats. The ordinary 
' way of unloading coal from boats into 
'Carts on the wharf alongside is with 
-big scoops bolding a quarter of a ton 
each, which are bung on pivots so that 
when they are cast loose they can easily 
be upset and emptied. These scoops are 
£lled in the boat by men who tip the 
I -scoop on its side toward the coal and 
^Borape the coal down into it until it is 
; almost full and then right it up and 
finish filling it with shovels. The scoop 
is hooked on to a rope and hoisted up 
by horse or steam power to the driver 
waiting with bis cart on the wharf, 
who empties the scoop into his cart. 
Meanwhile the men below are filling 
another scoop. The shovelers who do
